DEBATING 



The immense value of debating to the individual can 
hardly be over estimated, and it is certain that this 
branch of the College Activities does not receive the 
amount of support to which it is, on its merits, entitled. 

We can conceive of no position in which proficieucy 
as a debater will not be of value to the person concern 
ed. To know one's own mind thoroughly on any given 
subject, it is necessary that all sides of the case be con- 
sidered, and be mentally balanced, the one against the 
other. What better training can there be than debating 
to effect this purpose. 

The most important result to be looked for is the 
gaining of facility of expression. To be able to state in 
clear and precise terms our knowledge or opinions on 
any given subject, is of the utmost importance in all 
walks of life. Without this power of expression all 
knowledge becomes as a pointless pencil, the material is 
there in the correct form for use, but there is no means 
of applying it. For those lacking in this respect what 
better remedy can there he than the keen knife of pro- 
ficiency in debating. # 

In industrial life, periodic dissentions are a necessity 
of nature. Iu these it is the man who can debate, the 
man whose mind is made up, and who is prepared to ex- 
plain his point clearly and to drive it home, who will 
be successful. To men iu responsible positions this is of 
extreme value, as promotion comes rather for exception- 
al service in time of stress, than for faithful labour in 
peaceful circumstances. 

On Friday night the first meeting of the. Intercolleg- 
iate Debating Contest is to he held in the Union. In 
the past the Literary and Debating Society has not re- 
ceived that measure of support which it undoubtedly de- 
serves. We have pointed out some of the great advant- 
ages to be gained, or perhaps to be brought into reach, 
by the support of an Institution which in return makes 
only the minimum demands on the already short time of 
the student. This lack of support in the past we attri- 
bute entirely to the fact that few students realised the 
advantages obtained by a systematic attendance at the 
weekly discussions held under the auspices of the Socie- 

ty- 

We hope that there will be a good attendance at the 
meeting on Friday to support the efforts of our repre- 
sentatives, and we feel sure that having once seen the 
scope and value of debating, a greatly increased amount 
of interest will be taken iu the "Lit".

ACTION OF NITRIC AGIO 

DISCUSSED BY 
THE CHEMICAL SOCIETY 

Dr. V. J. Harding Dealt w ith 
tin' Question in an Exceed- 
ingly Interesting Manner 

The regular meeting of the Chemic- 
al Society was held in the Chemistry 
Building last evtning. in answer to 
a n solution of regret at the retire- 
ment of Dr. .1. W. Walker from ac- 
tive work which was forwarded by 
the .Society, a reply was read from 
Hr. Walker, thanking the Society for 
the greeting, and also for the mo- 
ments of the years of work which h' 
spent in McGill, He sai l, "I shall 
always prize it as one of my most, 
treasured possesion?, and the signa- 
tures of the givers will brins many 
pleasant recollections every time. I 
use it which, i nless I turn over a 
new leaf, will be often." 

Dr. V. .1. Harding then dealt with 
the "Action of Nitric Acid on Cer- 
tain Organic Compounds." 

When nitruc acid acts upon arom- 
atic compounds the usual result is 
the replacement of a hydrogen atom 
by a nitro group. 

Certain compounds are known where 
ihe halogen atoms arc replaced by 
nitro groups, ami, rrcntly, the re- 
placement of complex groups by the 
nitro group has been observed— tha 

replacement of these complex groups 
fo l owing the same trie as ihe re- 
placement of the simpler hydrogen 
atoms. 

The lecturer pointed out that ni- 
tration of organic compounds is not 
rffected by nitric arid alone; nitrous 
acid or the lower oxides of nitrogen 
also take part. 

Experiments were performed show- 
ing the inhibition of all nitration in 
presence of hydrogen peroxide, and, 
in the majority of cases, when urea 
is presint. In one instance it was 
found that an addition product of 
nitric acid and the compound under 
investigation, was formed. 

The lecturer expressed the view that 
! I he mechanism of the nitration of 
1 aromatic substances was, first, the 
formation of un addition compound 
with nitric acid, followed by its de- 
composition under the catalytic in- 
fluence of nitrous acid, forming the 
nitro compound.

The clay is 
not of the rirht geological age to 
permit of diamonds being found. 

The rivers are as u rule very slug- 
giBh with hear and th?ir sudden rap- 
ids. The la'<es were very beautiful, | 
and Were dotted with islands. 

There are two hi.; rivers, tic Not- 
taway and the Hericanaw, His par- 
ty wen: down the former almost to 
its mouth. At its mouth the river 
becomes very rapid and Unnavigahlc, 

The woods are extremely tangled 
and thic'.t. There are no o iks, map- 
les or beeches, an.l a few birch and 
I poplar. The WO„da ate almost cn 
tlrely composed of hi .ck sprit :e, j:dt 
plnjs and white spruce. There verc 
many beautiful w.ld flowers. These 
1 were collected so as to he a'de to 
compare the climate conditions with 
other parts of Canada. Mi o . n I 
bear a re very abundant. Tbs fur an- 
imals as beaver, mink, etc., are ta t 
disappearing. 

Provisions are very dc if, hein : as 
much as SUG for a bag of Hour. 
1 There are very few Indians. *lh3 
ones that ate there arc very sup r ;ti- 
tious, Dr. Bancroft then told h ome 
ivery amusing tnlês about th • Indian

Th> climate, sild Dr. Bancroft, was 
quite suitable for farming.
